3. On March 2, 1998, at ray request, I received a block diagram 
for the real-time debug interface. On March 5, 1998, April 14, 
1998, and April 16, 1998, I had telephone conversations with the 
inventors and made additional minor changes in the application in 
order to complete the specification.
